One more year has gone by to add to the 
prestige of Western as one of the foremost pre- 
paratory schools of the United States. Through 
the loyal guidance and unswerving standards of 
our Headmaster, Major C. L. Persing, Western 
has received high recognition for scholastic ex- 
cellence from the colleges and universities of the 
nation. Major Persing’s goal has always been 
thorough academic preparation and true char- 
acter development. With the aid of a well- 
trained, carefully selected, and highly educated 
staff of instructors, he has placed Western among 
the leading secondary schools of the country. 

The academic department this year was the 
major force on the W. M. A. campus. Cadets 
were influenced more by their scholastic work 
than by any other phase of student life. Studies 
were held up as the most important objective 
of Western training. Cadets worked hard to 
achieve high records in the academic field. 

Seniors, especially, realized that excellent class- 
room records meant the difference between go- 


ing to a good or a poor college, or being accepted 
or rejected by a university. However, they had 
confidence in themselves and their instructors, 
who were striving to prepare them for the chal- 
lenge of higher education. Many a “trig.” or 
college board student learned to burn the “mid- 
night oil,” poring over some of Captain “Doc” 
Aller’s “toughies” or concocting a theme for 
Captain Wood. They saw the vistas of foreign 
languages, literature, history, mathematics, and 
other fields of knowledge open wide before them. 
They knew that competition on a national scale 
on the West Point exams, Naval R. O. T. C. 
tests, and College Board exams would be tough. 
They learned to face these facts and buckle 
down with the industriousness and seriousness 
of a senior. 

Seniors accepted the responsibility of supply- 
ing leadership in the Corps — on the athletic 
field, on the drill ground, and in the classroom. 
As seniors they had to set the example for under- 
classmen to follow. This leadership was fur- 
nished through two highly respected organiza- 
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tions, the National Honor Society and the “400” 
Club. 

Western Military Academy’s Senior Chapter 
2672 of the National Honor Society was estab- 
lished on December 11, 1942. Requirements for 
membership are high, and usually only eight 
cadets, five seniors and three juniors, are ad- 
mitted each year. Its four cardinal qualities — 
character, scholarship, leadership, and service — 
truly reflect the high ideals of this group. To 
become a member is considered one of the great- 
est honors which a cadet can receive. 

Under the guidance of Major Persing, the 
National Honor Society has become a positive 
and stimulating force in campus life. It is not 
a disciplinary organization. Its main purpose is 
shaping cadet opinions and interpreting them to 
the faculty. It seeks to uphold high standards 
and to better the morale of the Corps. One 
can always be certain that the influence of the 
National Honor Society is thrown behind every- 
thing which is conducive to loftier ideals and 
greater achievement in Western life. 


The second such strong organization is the 
“400” Club, whose aims are largely academic. 
The main objective is to honor superior students, 
those who make a perfect “4.00” average for 
a semester or for a home grade period. Any 
cadet who attains this average is admitted to 
the Club and presented a membership certificate 
showing the date of his first perfect average. 
He must not fall below a “3.00” honor average 
at any time, or he loses his membership. 

Under the sponsorship of Captain Wood, one 
of the “400” Club’s main purposes is to increase 
the academic morale of the Corps. Other proj- 
ects are also carried on by the Club. One of 
these is the careful and discerning selection for 
recognition of the cadet who has made the 
greatest improvement in scholastic work. He is 
presented a handsomely inscribed medal as an 
award for this achievement. In many ways the 
“400” Club has contributed to the richness of 
Western life. Each member is proud of belong- 
ing to this select group — the tops in academics.

1 hey went 
through a season of nine games, untied and un- 
defeated, won the A.B.C. League Championship, and 
captured the mythical championship of the St. Louis 
area. Western players won places on every all-star 
team of the conference and the district, and some 
were named on all-state squads.

The Raiders achieved this record by bowling over some 
of the greatest high school elevens in the Midwest. They 
rolled up 214 points to their opponents’ 35. They won 
top scoring honors of the district, averaging 22.7 points 
per game, and on defense rated in third place, allowing 
their opponents only 3.7 points per game. Along with it, 
they gained a splendid reputation for clean play and sports- 
manship. 

The Raiders proved to be great from the outset of 
the season. Lane Goodwin, Joe Dugan, Dutch Franks, Bill 


Fuchs, and Dugie Emswiler were the only letter men avail- 
able on September 9. Soon it became evident that “B ' 
players and reserves, such as Ollie Beadle, Berry Conner, 
Jack Stiebel, Jim Walker, Chuck Walker, Carl Paddor, 
Babe Bromley, Buzz Taylor, Elliott Schenberg, Joe Champ, 
and others, would fill the gaps and develop into an outstand- 
ing squad.

Western began in the first quarter, when Paddor’s 
beautiful 47-yard spiral to Chuck Walker brought the initial 
touchdown. Burroughs was tough, and fought back to 
Western's 1-yard line. Dugan fumbled a bad pass from 
center and was tackled for a safety to give the Bombers 
2 points. 


The cadets rallied. Two passes, Paddor to Walker for 
55, and Paddor to Goodwin for 15, netted Western’s second 
tally. But the Bombers surged back to send Thies over 
from the 7-yard marker to make the score, 12-9, in the 
second quarter. However, Dugan turned the tide in West- 
ern’s favor by galloping 51 yards into the pay zone, and 
the cadets led, 19-9, at the half. 

The Raiders picked up momentum. In the third frame, 
Franks and Dugan hacked away on line plunges until Dugan 
scored from the 7.

U. City drove to Western’s 8-yard line in the first 
quarter before the courageous Raiders could dig in. In the 
second period came the winning cadet score. A plunge by 
Franks reached the Indian 25, and Dugan swept wide around 
end to reach the pay-off zone. 


Thr third quarter was a terrific, evenly-matched struggle, 
but there was no score. The battling Indians rushed the 
ball to Western's 14 in the last frame, but the cadets hurled 
them back.

On a bitterly cold, windy day the Raiders journeyed 
to Ferguson and again hit the high-scoring bracket by 
winning, 41-0. 


Western scored first on a steady 75-yard march when 
Paddor plunged over from the one-yard line. Ferguson 


gave the cadets some anxious moments by driving to the 
one-yard line as the second quarter started, but the great 
Raider line refused to yield a touchdown. Western ground 
99 yards to a score on gains by Franks and Dugan, climaxed 
by a pass, Paddor to Goodwin, who lateraled to Dugan 
for the counter. Before the half ended, Dutch Franks bulled 
10 yards into the end zone, following brilliant runs by 
Conner and Dugan and a pass to Goodwin, to give W.M.A. 
a 20-0 lead. 

In the third quarter, Chuck Walker’s 20-yard run 
to the 12, and plunges by Dugan netted another counter. 
Emswiler’s 16-yard jaunt around end added Western’s sixth 
touchdown.

For the second straight year, Western's Red Raiders 
won the A.B.C. League crown, this time by beating a 
stubborn Principia team, 25-8, on muddy Eaton Field. 

Dutch Franks scored almost at once after Fuchs had 
recovered a Prin fumble on a 25-yard center plunge. Later 
in the opening quarter, Joe Dugan got loose on one of 
his brilliant runs for 62 yards, going around end and 
dodging several tacklers to make a touchdown. Western 
led, 12-0. 

The hard-fighting Principia eleven halted several 
W.M.A. attacks in the second period and prevented further 
scoring. 

Again in the third quarter, Principia fought Western 
to a standstill and gained a 2-point safety whrn Dugan 
stepped out of the end zone on an attempted punt.

The final quarter was thrilling. Dugan streaked 66 
yards around end to score for the Raiders. Buzz Taylor 
passed to Chuck Walker for 44 yards and another W.M.A. 
counter. In the closing moments, Prin rallied and com- 
pleted 4 long passes, Allen catching the last one for a 
touchdown. Stiebel’s kick added one extra point. 

This hard-fought game marked the last appearance of 
two of Western's finest backs. Chuck Walker came down 
with a case of flu, and Petey Paddor, star quarterback, 
suffered a broken collar-bone. Their absence was keenly 
felt in the last two games, and the Raiders probably were 
not at their best. Yet, it is to their everlasting credit that 
they went on to win.

The long strain of an unbeaten record was beginning 
to tell. Every opponent was gunning for the Raiders. They 
had to go ali out to beat Gillespie, and, when they trailed, 
12-6, at the half, it was the only time during the entire 
season that they were behind. A large crowd saw this 
thrilling night game at Gillespie. 

The Raiders, as usual, scored first on a 76-yard march, 
featuring a 40-yard pass, Taylor to Goodwin, and a 5-yard 
touchdown plunge by Franks. 

Gillespie snatched the lead in the second quarter. The 
tricky miners, led by Keck, Jones, and Carter, ripped the 
cadet line, until Jones went over from the one-yard line. 
Again the Miners scored when Carter caught a 26-yard pass. 

Facing defeat, the Red Raiders rallied. They halted 
a Gillespie march on their own 9 in the third quarter. 
Dugan broke into the clear for what seemed to be a 90-yard 
run, but stumbled and fell on the Gillespie 30. However, 
Dugan soon passed to Goodwin 28 yards for the counter 
that tied the score, 12-12. Western then clinched the 


victory. Dugan crossed the end line on a lateral but was 
called back. However, he later plunged over from the 
9-yard stripe.

That final close victory over Alton, 6-0, on Thanks- 
giving Day enabled the Raiders to do what they had not 
done for 25 years, finish their season undefeated and untied. 

The Alton Redbirds played their greatest game of the 
year and gave tough opposition. Led by Dutch Franks and 
All-State Joe Dugan, Western was determined to win. 

The first half saw several Raider threats stopped by 
penalties and fumbles. Franks had one 80-yard run across 
the goal called back. Twice cadet passes were intercepted 
within the Alton 20-yard line. Joe Dugan reached the 
Rcdbird 13, but Western lost the ball on a fumble. 

The Raiders made the only touchdown in the third 
quarter. Tom Emswiler touched off the spark by intercept- 
ing an Alton pass. Joe Dugan then scampered 61 yards 
down the sideline to score. 

Alton staged a real threat in the last quarter. The 
Redbirds, fighting, desperately, penetrated Western territory'. 
Scroggins gave Western fans heart failure by passing to 
Dunphy on the cadet 7-vard line, but a 15-yard penalty 
nullified the gain. The Raiders thrust into Alton territory 
before the game ended. Western made 13 first downs to 
Alton's 4, but could only score once.

Led by Jim Corbett and Lane Goodwin, two 
returning lettermen, the Western Red Raiders again 
came through to win the A.B.C. League crown and 
finish the season with an impressive record. Coached 
by Capt. Favre Gould, the men of the hardwood began 
the season by beating Staunton on the W.M.A. floor. 
They continued on to beat Lutheran and lose to Gil- 
lespie in pre-holiday games. Returning from the holi- 
days, the cadets gathered in wins from Country Day, 
Principia, Burroughs, Staunton, Lutheran, Roxana, 
Central Catholic, and Carrollton, while losing to Cham- 
inade, Burroughs, Roxana, U. City, and Edwardsvillc.

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Review 


The opening of Western's 69th year on September 
8, 1947, marked the introduction of military training 
into the lives of new cadrts and the resumption of 
familiar duties for the old boys. 

On the opening school day, four companies of 
old men were formed and one of new men. The orienta- 
tion of the new cadets progressed rapidly. Funda- 
mental marching formations were stressed for the first 
three weeks, and then M-l rifles wrre issued. Soon 
the entire Corps was drilling and executing the manual 
of arms with the precision of veterans. 

The first overnight field maneuvers were held at 
Marquette State Park on September 27. Two camps 
were formed under the supervision of Colonel McMillin 
and Colonel Moore. The cadets learned something of 
sentry duty, night attacks, and life in the field. New 
cadets took the R. O. T. C. pledge on October 12, 
and became a part of the National Defense Program. 


By October 20, military theory classes were begun to 
teach the theoretical phases of military training. 

The first General Orders of the year made J. W. 
Dugan, cadet major, along with a quota of five cap- 
tains, twelve lieutenants, and several high-ranking 
sergeants. 

A new program was launched on November 15 
when the best non-commissioned officer and the best 
private of each company were selected at the Saturday 
inspection. These men were honored by citations at 
Sunday parade. 

With the coming of spring, military work in- 
creased in tempo. Drills, parades, field problems, and 
theory classes all aimed at the climax of the military 
year, the Government Inspection by U. S. Army 
Officers, upon which the schools coveted “Honor 
Rating” depended.
